DECLARATION ON ISRAEL 


In a declaration on the State of 
Israel, the Assembly called on Jewish 
people throughout the world to stand 
unswervingly and resolutely behind. 
Israel and: to continue to aid in its 
defence. development, and: stabilisa- 
tion by making their maximum. con- 
tribution material resources and 
manpower. 

The declaration said that ‘the Congress 
was at one with the Government of-Isracl 
in. its. declared 


desire to five in peace 
and friendship with -all nations, in par- 
ticular with those of the Arab- lands. 


The Assembly deplored the refusal of the 
Arab. States to end the state of war with 
Israel, and expressed its profound disquiet 
that. by the continued supply of weapons 
of war-to Arab States, certain Govern- 
ments were inevitably contributing to the 
Arab position of intransigence to Israel. 

It voiced its regret that the status ol 
Jerusalem had been made an issue: of 
injernational .poliical controversy, and 
appealed to the world to understand that 


Jerusalem was not only the natural 
capital of Israel, but had a vital and 
imperishable significance for. the entire 


Jewish’ people.

Malenkov Speech 
Welcomed

JERUSALEM 


Israeli Government circles have wel- 

comed the refesence to the recent 
Israeli-Russian rapprochement made 
by Mr. Malenkov, the Soviet Premier. 
in his speech to the Supreme Soviet 
in Moscow last Saturday. 
Malenkov: said. that, striving to 
ease the general tension, the Soviet 
Government had agreed to restore diplo- 
matic relations with the State of Israet. 
lt took thereby into . consideration the 
pledge of the Government of Israel. that 
Israel would have no part in any: union . 
or agreement pursuing aggressive aims 
against the Soviet Union. The Soviet 
Government considered that the restora- 
tion of diplomatic relations would 
promote co-operation between. the two 
States. 

The assertions of some foreign news- 
papers that the restoration ‘of diplomatic 
relations with Israel would lead to: a 
weakening of the relauons of the Soviet 
Union with the Arab States were voul 
of anv foundation, said Mr. Malenkov. 
The activiiy of the Soviet Government 
would. he. directed also. towards the 
strengthening of -fmendly co-operation 
co-operation with the Arab States, the 
Soviet Premier added.

That is laudable, of course, in itself, 
but it is hardly a substitute for the ostensible 
representation of Jewry vis-a-vis the world.

United aid for those in need or those under- 
going persecution or. suffering unjust dis- 
crimination: united deliberations on such 
important questions as those of Jewish reli- 
gion, education, and culture (so imperative 
if we are to continue to have Jewish com- 
munities. .to be represented!); united 
endeavours to. maintain. the progress of 
Israel-—all these, and more, in combination 
are matters that fall. within the compass of 
a world Jewish organisation. The way was 
shown in the negotiations which ‘were suc- 
cessfully conducted with Germany. on 
reparations for Jews. However ably and 
assiduously the . World’ Jewish Congress 
worked in this matter, it did not-—indeed, 
could not-—do so on its own. . The moral 
had to. be forced home that only equal 
partnership among the representative Jewish 
bodies would bring. successful results: Pro- 
fessor HUMPHREY'S five voices” — then 
spoke cohesively as one.

MR. MALENKOV’S 
STATEMENT 

MR. MALENKOV’S friendly. reference to 
Israel in his policy speech tothe Supreme 
Council is the logical result of re-established 
diplomatic relations: .between Moscow. and 
Jerusalem and. the speedy recappomtment ot 
respective missions. If genuine, and it seems 
to have been accepted as such in Israel, it 
should lead to a further improvement and, 
perhaps, a relaxation of the rigid Russian ban 
on Jewish emigration. But evenif it does not 
bring immediate results, thrs statement by the 
Russian Premier is bound to have a-salutary 
effect on the emigration policies of the satel- 
lite countries and to influence a friendlier 
attitude on. their. part. towards Israel, 
especially as regards trade. Moreover, the 
fact that Mr. MALENKOV, now clearly on the 
threshhold of becoming the acknowledged 
leader T the Soviet Union, has singled out 
Israel among only. a tew -other -forergen 
countries for an amicable reference. should 
re-establish, at least partly, Israel's prestige in 
the Communist. countries which had. been 
so. greatly. undermined. by the alleged 
doctors’ plot and the infamous anti-Zionist 
and anti-Jewish campaign. To the Jews in 
the Soviet Union, and Communist countries 
generally, this change in attitude should be a 
moral and spiritual encouragement. All the 


‘reports. which reached this country. from 


the Soviet Union and Eastern’ Europe 
clearly inditated that since the anti-Jewish 
drive if antisemitism. had consider- 
ably inckeased/ especially .in the. satellite 
countries, whtTe latent prejudices were begin- 
ning to re-emerge into the open. The situation 
has greatly improved since the release of the 
doctors, and Mr. MALENKOV’'S statement may 
make «a further contribution in that direction: 
It is true that as.far as. 
the Russian Premier was careful to stress that 
Soviet policy would not mean “ the weaken- 
ing of Russian relations with the Arab 
countries.” His words will, therefore. to some 
extent dispel exaggerated hopes. especially as 
regards Soviet Russia’s stand on the Jeru- 
salem issue, No indication has yet come from 
Moscow whether the newly appointed Soviet 
Minister will make Tel Aviv or Jerusalem his 
official place of residehce. . Nevertheless: to 
Israel and the Jews in Arab countries. 
Mr. MALENKOV’S statement affords ‘one more 
sign of a change in the Kremlin policy and 
a fresh hope that its future relations. with 
Israel will be based on the principle of mutual 
iOlerance and respect. 


CHALLENGE TO SCIENTISTS 

DISTINGUISHED scientists from many 
countries have been attending the Seventh 
International’ Congress on the History of 
Science, which has been meeting in Jeru- 
salem. Dr. F. S. BODENHEIMER, the eminent 
Professor of Zoology at the Hebrew Univer- 
sitv; has presided at the Congress, and Israeli 
scientists have been participating with their 
professional colleagues from all parts of the 
world in this important gathering. It 14s 
highly significant that the venue of the 
Congress had an influence upon its proceed- 
ings. A challenge was issued by a group of 
young Hebrew University students who 
addressed to their elders these very pertinent 
questions: “ Why, in an era of astonishing 
scientific and technological progress, should 
man be lacking in faith, so afraid, confused, 
and cynical? Why have the mighty achieve- 
ments of the human mind failed to lead to a 
new spiritual insight and deeper understand- 
ing of man in his relations with the outside 
world ? We look to the Congress, meeting 
here in these troubled times, to reaffirm, in 
the terms of. scientific thought, the age-old 
idea of unity brought to the world from the 
city of Jerusalem. This-is the time and here 
is the place: Will the Congress rise to its 
opportunity ? ” This very relevant challenge 
from the younger generation in the newest 
of universities seems to have received some 
response from several of the delegates, who 
discussed. ethical and spiritual problems 
which cannot properly be divorced from any 
survey of the development of contemporary 
science. The importance. was stressed of 
finding a-bridge between the sciences and 
the humanities. The Congress adopted a 
resolution emphasising the need for an inter- 
national statute in defence of medical 
principles in ethics. This. resolution was 
approved after the delegates had heard a 
facfial account—terrible. in- its ‘stark bar- 
barity—-of Nazi. medical crimes. It ts not 
without significance that on the very same 
day the Wiesbaden Court of Assizes sen- 
tenced the chemist who supplied to the Nazi 
authorities the poison gas which asphyxiated 
450,000 people at Auschwitz. This is a grim 
reminder of -the realities which scientists 
dare not shirk. 


PIONEERS FROM. BRITAIN. 


FOR over two decades pioneers from. the 


‘English-speaking countries have plaved 


significant part in the creation of the Jewish 


National’ Home. In their early days of 


Settlement, during. the Mandatory régime, 


they participated. with enthusiasm, together 
with refugees trom Nazi Germany and from 
Eastern Europe and other countries; in the 
arduous and back-breaking task of making 
arid and. long-neglected land fertile and in 
the bitter. struggle against overwhelming 
odds which followed the: State’s proclama- 
tion, they. played an important role in the 
heroic and successful fight for independence. 
The full story of their exploits, of their diffi- 
culties and achievements, has now been told 
ina fascinating new book,” Pioneers from the 
West,” by Yaakov Morris (published by the 
World Zionist Organisation in’ Jerusalem). 
rhis history of colonisation in Palestine by 
Anglo-Saxon settlers among them pioneers 
trom Britain, the United States, and- South 
Atrica, who have established 25 colonies in 
all parts of. the country —should serve as a 
source of inspiration.to young .people in 
Britain contemplating aliya. For various 
reasons, but mainly: because emigration 
from the English-speaking countries. is a 
matter of choice: and not..of compulsion, 
and because voung people in the Anglo- 
Saxon countries are reluctant to give up their 
eligh standard of life, the rate of emigration 
trom Britain to Israel has been relatively low 


only 3,000 pioneers from the English-. 


speaking countries are to. be found in the 
Jewish’ State. Attempts, however. are being 
made to stimulate the recruiting campaign 
for. aliya.. But prospective emigrants are 
unlikely to be encouraged by the allegations 
made in this paper recently by Sir LEON 
SIMON, C.B., who, following his resignation 
from the chairmanship of the Post Office 
Bank of Israel, claimed that there had been 
discrimination against certain Anglo-Saxon 
experts in the Jewish State. It may well be. 
as Sir Leon himself suggested, that this type 
of treatment 18 due to the lack of experience 
and co-ordination. of a new and- harassed 
administration. But if Israel is to secure the 
Services of the much-needed Anglo-Saxon 
immigrant it Must ensure that in future there 
is no reason for this type of criticism

nearly succeeded in“ banishing nursery 
rhymes from the nurseries in England 
aad America. 

“True Aim” does not wish to 
banish the nursery rhyme . but it does 
prefer the farmers wife. to cut some 
cheese for the mice wit a carving 
knife instead of cutting off their tarts 
with it, and. it likes all the birds in 
the air to be “a-singing and a- 
throbbing " at the wedding of ~ dear 
Ceck Robin” instead of a-sighing 
and a-sobbing ~ at the poor bird's 
funeral.
